During  calendar  year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experi- 
enced an  average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes 
of  these  wildfires  were  campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised 
children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  of  these 
fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  fire  officials  with  forest 
fire  prevention.  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires 
that,,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause 
to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material 
in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without 
first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  other  burning  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of 
up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for 
all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands 
assisted  many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993 
and  participated  in  many  fire  prevention  programs.  This  year, 
the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th  anniversary.  The 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be  working 
with  many  cormnunities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  - 
"Remember,  only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires.  Fire  prevention 
is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool.  Please  be  careful 
around  fires  and  help  us  and  our  ccrrmunities  have  a  fire  safe 
year.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

1993 

The  Road  Agent  would  I  ike  to  say  thank  you  to  al I  the  residents 
of  Town  for  their  help  and  support  throughout  the  year. 

The  year  went  by  so  very  quickly.  A  lot  of  work  was  done  and 
some  needed  work  not  done. 

The  early  months  of  the  year  proved  to  be  very  expensive  ones. 
There  was  a  period  of  lots  of  snow  and  one  without  so  much  snow. 
In  February  it  rained  and  there  were  some  washouts  -  the  biggest 
being  on  the  Little  Chatham  road.  This  was  roughly  repaired  and 
let  sit  'till  later  in  the  year. 

Because  of  the  very  expensive  spring  and  large  amount  of  money 
spent  so  early  in  the  year,  much  of  the  general  maintenance  was 
held  off  and  only  done  as  it  became  a  necessity. 

As  the  fall  started  and  it  got  closer  to  winter,  the  work 
that  should  have  been  taken  care  of  earlier  was  completed.  This 
included  the  grading  of  all  roads.  Some  gravel  was  added  in  needed 
areas  in  the  north  end  of  town,  but  the  largest  amount  of  gravel 
was  put  down  on  the  Little  Chatham  Road  in  the  area  of  the  earliest 
washout.  The  area  was  graded  and  shaped  up  real  nice.  Then  some 
badly  needed  ditching  was  done,  most  of  which  was  again  on  the 
Little  Chatham  Road.  Culverts  were  also  cleaned  out.  Between 
the  ditching  and  clean  culverts  next  spring's  water  load  should 
be  easy  to  handle. 

All  this  work  is  costly.  It  was  very  fortunate  that  a  good 
amount  of  funds  were  carried  over  from  last  year.  Looking  ahead, 
there  is  a  lot  more  work  on  Butters  Hill  Road  to  do.  Meders  Hill 
i  s  i  n  poor  shape  and  needs  d  i  tch  i  ng  and  some  grave I . 

The  bridge  over  /VtecDonough ' s  Brook  is  getting  very  near  the 
end  of  its  I  ife  and  we  wi  1 1  be  looking  at  replacing  it.  The  balance 
of  the  roads  are  in  generally  good  shape,  although  the  growing 
roadside  brush  needs  to  be  cut.  After  that  its  just  regular  upkeep. 
Overal I  the  roads  are  in  good  condition.

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CHATHAM  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Society  will  be  celebrating  its  fifth  anniversary  in  May, 
1994.  Starting  with  a  charter  membersh i p  of  twelve,  the  Society 
now  has  over  80  mercers. 

The  past  five  years  have  seen  the  Society  not  only  grow  in 
membership  but  also  added  new  projects  and  programs.  The  Society 
is  proud  of  its  acccmpl  ishments  frcm  the  Veterans  Memorial,  im- 
proving the  Museum  Room  and  accepting  donations  both  of  artifacts, 
photographs,  and  other  memorabilia.  The  addition  of  a  photocopying 
machine  has  enabled  curator  Barbara  Eastman  in  copying  many  of 
the  vital  records  with  plans  ahead  to  copy  town  records  starting 
with  the  earliest  date  of  1767.  This  is  a  major  program  which 
will  take  a  long  time  to  complete.  The  Society  has  an  article 
in  this  year's  Town  Report  asking  for  a  donation  to  help  on  the 
cost  of  supplies.  We  hope  that  this  article  is  approved  and 
with  any  sums  raised  by  the  Society  this  ambitious  and  vital 
project  will  be  underway  by  summer . 

The  downstairs  of  the  building  has  been  rewired  with  costs 
paid  by  the  Society.  Wiring  in  the  library  was  checked  by  Ned 
Bryant  and  approved.  A  representative  from  the  State's  Fire  Marsh- 
al l*s  Office  inspected  the  entire  building  and  made  several  reco- 
mmendations. These  recommendations  were  completed  promptly.  New 
doors  to  the  Museum  Room  were  built  and  installed  by  Bud  Barnes 
in  1992.  New  locks  have  been  installed  on  all  doors  to  the  library 
bui  I  ding  as  we  1 1  as  the  inside  door  to  the  Museum  Room. 

Herbert  Eastman  has  painted  the  wall  behind  the  small  wood 
stove;  installed  the  lattice  work  over  the  heat  ducts,  blackened 
the  wood  stove  and  stained  the  new  bookcase  which  was  donated 
by  Richard  Merrill  of  Brownfield.  This  Historical  Museum  sign 
was  installed  by  George  Irish  just  under  the  library  sign.  The 
Society  also  purchased  a  new  table. 

The  names  for  the  Veterans  Honor  Rol  I  were  researched  and 
compiled  by  Herbert  Eastman.  Winnie  Maloney  typed  and  framed 
the  Veterans  Honor  Rol  I  which  is  hung  on  a  wal  I  in  the  Town  House. 
Jim  and  Winnie  Maloney  maintain  the  Veterans  Memorial  with  gerani- 
ums planted  on  Memorial  Day  and  a  large  Wreath  at  Christmas. 

The  Society  members  participated  in  the  Fryeburg  flea  market 
for  thirteen  Sundays  and  held  a  bake  sale  the  latter  part  of 
August.  Continuing  sales  of  the  tee  and  sweat  shirts;  coffee 
mugs;  books  of  historical  Chatham  written  by  Ken  Small  and  Marge 
Shirley  as  well  as  the  new  book  "Chatham  Woods  Camp"  by  Ken  Wood. 
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These  books  are  published  by  the  Society  with  ail  proceeds  frcm 
the  sales  donated  to  the  Society.  A  new  and  very  popular  item 
is  the  tote  bag  carrying  the  Society's  logo.  A  raffle  was  held 
with  tickets  being  sold  locally  as  well  as  at  the  Society's  table 
at  the  flea  market.  These  programs  will  continue  in  1994  and 
there  may  be  others  added. 

New  officers  and  directors  wi 1 1  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  May  who  will  carry  forward  the  work  of  the  Society.  The  Histor- 
ical Society  hopes  to  be  part  of  the  Chatham  corrmunity  life  for 
many  years  to  core,  but  in  order  for  the  Society  to  continue, 
many  members  should  be  wi 1 1 ing  to  offer  their  services.  The  Society 
looks  forward  with  enthusiasm  to  the  sixth  year  of  service  to 
Chatham.
